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Expansion of Health Clinic to 
increase pharmacy business

An expansion of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Health Care Clinic building 
has begun, set to offer more room 
for divisions and programs, but most 
importantly the pharmacy. 

The process began about mid-May 
and is projected to be completed by 
the end of the year. 

“It’s going to be able to provide 
expanded pharmacy services,” said 
Rob Voss, Sanitarian for the Nation, 
who will be moving into the Envi- 
ronmental Health Director position 
when Carol Rollins retires this sum- 
mer. “The pharmacy has the poten- 
tial to serve more clients and gener- 
ate more revenue.” 

The total cost of the expansion 
project is approximately $2 million, 
Voss said. 

Fowler and Hammer of La Crosse 
is the contractor, the same contractor 
that constructed the present clinic 
building. 

Phase one of the expansion and 
moving of the offices includes the 
construction of the 6,000 square feet 
addition and vestibule (entry way). 

With the expansion, the pharmacy 
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The foundation walls are up, the ground leveled, and the plumbing and elec- 
trical in place. The cement will be poured soon, setting the stage for the new 
addition project to be completed by the first of the year. 


will become three times its 
present size, Voss said. To 
accommodate the larger 
size, some of the present 
programs will be able to be 
relocated to the new area. 
The Diabetes Program, 
Medical Records and Health 
Information Systems will be 
relocated to the new area. 
This will be the first time all 
the Health Information Sys- 
tems staff will have one cen- 
tral location, otherwise they 
were spread throughout the 
facility. The new area also 
will contain a conference 
room, a break room, a mail 
room and restrooms. 

Phase two will have two 
parts, Voss said. The first 
part is to expand the phar- 
macy and the new Contract 
Health Offices. Phase two, 
part one should start the first 
or second week of Novem- 
ber. 

The second part of Phase 
two is to refurbish the clinic 
registration area, the cashier 
window, and complete the 
pharmacy. The cashier will 
have a separate area which 
will be near the pharmacy 
and clinic entrance. Part two 
will take two to three weeks. 

Everything should be 
complete on January 1 , 

2017 . 

“During the construction, 
the pharmacy will always 
be accessible. For a time, 
patient registration will have 
to be relocated to the new 
expansion area,” Voss said. 

The pharmacy will be 
increasing its capacity, par- 
ticularly in its mail order du- 
ties, said HCN BRF Manag- 


ing Pharmacist Gabe Buel. 

“The extra space will al- 
low the pharmacy to add 
another Script Pro, a com- 
puterized device that fills 
prescriptions in a fraction 
of the time it would take a 
human to do the same tasks. 
The machine is particularly 
useful to complete routine 
refill orders, such as medica- 
tions for chronic conditions 
such as diabetes,” Buel said. 

“We could expand our 
mail order business, but 
there’s no room at the pres- 
ent. We’re tripping over 
each other,” he said. 

More prescriptions will be 
filled faster, something pres- 
ently limited by space and 
the number of workers. 

Not only will the larger 


area help to expand busi- 
ness in the immediate future, 
but also the extra room will 
allow for future expansion 
five to 10 years from now, 
he said. 

The expansion and ad- 
ditional pharmacy staff will 
also allow for enhanced 
quality pharmacy services. 

A private patient counseling 
area will be added to ensure 
privacy and personalized 
counseling for medications 
and disease states. 

There are two different 
systems of payment present, 
depending on who is being 
served. There is a federal 
and a state system, each of- 
fering different price breaks, 
so some type of separation 
of the two systems is re- 


quired, Buel said. 

But there is plenty of room 
to grow the business, if the 
physical limitations are re- 
moved. 

“This expansion will allow 
us to increase our revenue 
generation. It will allow us 
to grow the mail order busi- 
ness and offer outside ser- 
vices. Hopefully, the second 
Script Pro machine can be 
ordered and in place within a 
year of moving into the new 
construction,” Buel said.

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Editorial: Take some time to visit family and relatives

Has visiting become a 
lost art form? When is the 
last time you stopped by a 
neighbor or relative just to 
see how they are doing? I 
believe everyone wants their 
friends or family to break-up 
the monotony of their day 
with an impromptu visit. The 
acknowledgement through 
a waving hand or a nodding 
head is great, but sometime 
words can be the lift people 
need to get inspired or do that 
extra deed in their day. 

I remember hearing stories 
of travelers running out of 
gas, so they got out of their 
cars and walked to the next 
house up the road. When they 
got there, they knocked on the 
door, received the help they 
needed along with some lem- 
onade and some conversation. 
It’s not the same today. Today, 
you might be greeted by a 
shotgun or an attack dog. 

I also remember hearing 
stories of a relative coming to 
pay a visit and dropping off 
some groceries or any other 
type of goods. Today, a knock 
at the door might be someone 
wanting to borrow money. 

As Ho-Chunks, we experi- 
ence life differently from the 
mainstream society. We have 
a different kinship system 
than non-natives. As Ho- 
Chunks, we have no cousins. 
We have a large extended 
family. Families typically 
wanted a set of four boys and 
four girls in homage to our 
first Ho-Chunk people. We

In the Book of Jeramiah 
27:8, It is I who by my great 
power and my outstretched 
arm have made the Earth, 
with them men and animals 
that are on the Earth, and I 
give it to whomever it seemed 
right to me. 

In 1933 Dakota Chief Lu- 
ther Standing Bear “men must 
be born and reborn to belong, 
their bodies must be formed 
of the dust of their forefather's 
bones. 

Ho-chunk original land- 
scape reached from Illinois 
to Wisconsin, identified by 
natural boundaries by the set- 
tlerisms, a termed coined by 
Walter Echo-hawk in his book 
“In the Courts of the Con- 
querors: The 10 Worst Indian 
Law Cases Ever Decided.” 

In 1978, the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion was known as the Wis- 
consin Winnebago Business 
Committee - possibly lo- 
cated at Stevens Point before 
the move to the “hide out” 
Nekoosa Office - the genesis 
of everything we have today. 
As a nation of the Ho-chunk 
people, we are part of a tribe 
with assets at about $850 mil- 
lion. 

In that year, 1978, the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs 
sent a memorandum (letter) 
to the young tribal nation 
showing them land descrip- 
tions, section, township and 
ranges. The total amount of 
land descriptions was over 
twenty five descriptions in 
Illinois and Wisconsin. The 
meat of the letter is; clear up 
these titles because convey- 
ances of land to others may be 
clouded. Most of these deeds 
said, “Cannot be conveyed by 
the grantee, unless approved 


use these birth order names 
to acknowledge the creator’s 
gift of life and as part of Ho- 
Chunk culture. 

Also as Ho-Chunk we had 
the most prominent teaching 
to love one another. I think 
spending time visiting each 
other at some point in the day 
is one way to express that 
love for one another. In that 
instance, visiting family and 
relatives should be a manda- 
tory part of your day. 

I also prescribe to the 
teaching of four Ho-Chunk 
commandments: to do good 
things, to say good things, to 
hear good things, and to see 
good things. Imagine fulfill- 
ing that each day. Everyone 
would say hi to you, give you 
a hug or a handshake, and 
give you encouraging words. 
It can all be done with one 
visit. 

On the flipside of things, 
we do live in America where 
race, class, economics, and 
politics do play a part in our 
microcosm of Ho-Chunk life. 
The social pressures of the 
world are real and infiltrate 
our minds and personal and 
cultural values. 

If you haven’t heard of 
“cocooning,” you’ll want to 
think about it at some point. 
Not that you have to, but it 
might explain some of the 
things you see and aspire to 
do today. 

Cocooning is staying at 
home with all the modem 
technologies and not having 
to go out. If you “cocoon” 
you don’t have to interact or

by the President of the United 
States.” 

In my 23 years of working 
with Indian trust land for the 
Department of Interior, my 
interest in researching these 
land descriptions has been 
a desire of my heart to do it 
for the warriors and relatives 
who gave their lives for the 
defense of our land base. 

Our President and Attorney 
General have been shown the 
documents mentioned in the 
previous paragraph, and both 
showed some interest in the 
possibility of increasing our 
land base since most of the 
original land was taken by the 
state of Wisconsin, counties 
and individual warranty deed 
holders. 

I am concentrating on three 
sections or 1 ,920 acres of land 
in downtown Rockford, IL. 

One of the deeds was signed 
by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1942. The deeds 
grantee was a Winnebago 
man and conveyed to him a 
whole section. I noticed when 
I researched this tract at the 
Winnebago County Record- 
ing Office that previous to 
the date of conveyance other 
people were given land in the 
same section? 

Remember the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs did their chain 
of title and research of these 
lands, so I nor we did not 
come up with these question- 
able “clouds on title!” 

I would like to hear from 
the people of the Ho-chunk 
Nation. Do we pursue our Il- 
linois land in Federal Court 
now the we have the capital 
and resources to do so?

talk to people. Sounds good 
if you’re an introvert, right? 

One of the major contribu- 
tors to cocooning is home 
entertainment products like 
the VCR of yesteryear. Today 
we have DVD and Blu-ray 
players. We also have binge 
Netflix watching of TV series 
or Netflix exclusive movies 
and series. 

So aspiring to have the 
“man cave” with 80” flat 
screen television is a sign that 
you are cocooning. 

Another good indicator 
of cocooning is having the 
laptop or tablet and wireless 
internet to do online shopping 
for clothes, shoes, and house- 
hold items. 

One of the most common 
signs of cocooning is the cell 
phone. Sometimes I’m at 
home and everyone is on the 
cell phone instead of talking 
to one another. Or the family 
can be going on an hour long 
car ride and the kids don’t put 
down their cell phones. 

If cocooning is about not in- 
teracting with people, it could 


Since the last Letter to the 
Editor of the Hocak Worak 
which conveyed the essence 
of the exchange between me 
and “President” Cleveland, I 
received a terse response from 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
Ashland office which stated 
that the Hocak Nation has its 
own “... processes and forums” 
with which to resolve its is- 
sues. The information which 
was sent to four federal agen- 
cies and the Wisconsin State/ 
Tribal Relations Board is still 
out there and those agencies 
will shortly receive a follow-up 
letter which will be of greater 
magnitude in terms of its ur- 
gency. The BIA response letter 
does not dispute the fact that 
Mr. Cleveland is a felon, or 
such status directly violates his 
qualifications for the Office of 
President of the Hocak Nation. 

Furthermore, there are 
other areas associated with 
Mr. Cleveland’s rap sheet that 
would cause cramps in the rais- 
ing of tribal eyebrows which 
involve the shooting which 
occurred in conjunction with 
Glenn Corrie/Jenna Corpora- 
tion from Golden Nickel Ca- 
sino, Wisconsin Dells in Janu- 
ary, 1992. Sauk County Circuit 
Court, Branch 2 records Case 
No. 92CF014 contains the full 
record of the incident which 
occurred January 28, 1992. 

The essence of the complaint 
submitted by Manny Bolz, Ser- 
geant of Detectives relates that: 

“On January 28, 1992 at 
approximately 8:00 p.m. your 
complainant spoke to Maynard 
Rave, Sr., who reported the fol- 
lowing: At approximately 6:00 
p.m. that night he had been at 
the Ho-Chunk Bingo Hall and 
Casino premises, Town of Del- 
ton, Sauk County, Wisconsin. 
He heard a loud report from a 
firearm. He then heard numer- 
ous reports from a smaller cali- 
ber weapon. He looked towards 
the area where the shots were 
being fired from, in front of the 
entrance to the Bingo Hall, and 
saw an individual he knew as 
Wilfrid (Willie) Cleveland and 
firing what appeared to be a 
small caliber long rifle. While 
the shots were being fired, he 


be the cause of other social 
woes like bullying and school 
shootings. Being rejected by 
society seems to be the cause 
of these common occurrences. 

Ok, maybe some of these 
modern technologies are more 
about time and money man- 
agement. 

The cost to take an entire 
large family to the movie the- 
ater can exceed $50 or more, 
not including popcorn and a 
drink. 

Most of the time, buying 
online is less expensive than 
going to the store. 

But the social interaction 
skills are what gets lost when 
cocooning. Maybe if victims 
of bullying had better social 
skills they wouldn’t fall prey 
to bullying. Or maybe if those 
shooters could handle social 
situations better they wouldn’t 
go off the deep end. 

One of the Ho-Chunk teach- 
ings that pertain to visiting 
family and relatives is that 
food or drink should be of- 
fered to the visitor. At the 
very least, your visitor should 


saw a window on a moving van 
shatter. Cleveland was pointing 
the firearm towards the van. 

On January 28, 1992, your 
complainant spoke to Rob- 
ert Funmaker, who reported 
the following: He was 
present at the Ho-Chunk Bingo 
Hall and Casino premises at 
approximately 6:00 p.m. He 
approached the front entrance 
to the Bingo Hall. He saw 
two men in the Hall walking 
towards the entrance door, car- 
rying long guns. He 
recognized one of the men as 
Wilfrid (Willie) Cleveland. He 
ran from the Bingo Hall. He 
entered a van which was being 
driven by Christine Funmaker. 
Jones Funmaker was also in the 
van. As the van pulled away, he 
heard gun fire. The window to 
his right shattered, and he heard 
Jones Funmaker say, “I’m hit.” 
The van continued to pull away 
from the Hall. Jones Funmaker 
was taken to St. Clare Hospital 
with bullet wounds.” 

On January 30, 1992, Wil- 
frid Cleveland appeared in 
Sauk County Court cited 
under Criminal Case No. 
1992CF000014 and charged 
with 3 counts of Attempted 1st 
Degree Homicide under Statute 
No. 940.01(1) & 939.32 col- 
lectively. In further court pro- 
ceedings, succinctly conveyed 
in Ho-Chunk Wo-Lduk, Vol. 
VI, Issue 1, January IF ebruary 
1992,: 

“On Feb. 6, the charge of 
attempted first-degree inten- 
tional homicide was dismissed 
against Wilfrid Cleveland, of 
Black River Falls, who was ar- 
rested in the shooting of Jones 
Randall Funmaker in the head. 

According to Sauk County 
District Attorney Bartley 
Mauch, the charge was dropped 
when State authorities did not 
finish processing the evidence 
for the preliminary hearing 
which was scheduled for Feb. 7 
in Circuit Court. 

Mauch said he hoped to refile 
the charge the following week. 

“Bail was set at $20,000.00 
for Cleveland. The bail was 
also dropped, however, Cleve- 
land was not freed. He was 
transferred to the Jackson 


be offered a glass of water. 

Also, culturally, it is con- 
sidered rude to turn down 
food or drink from the host. 

I know some of my relatives 
with great visiting skills who 
had more than a couple break- 
fasts in a morning. 

I remember hearing an ob- 
servation about Ho-Chunks 
and how many used to attend 
both Traditional and Native 
American Church ways. The 
meals served were considered 
to be part of the draw of be- 
ing at the doings. Economics 
could be a factor if that obser- 
vation was true. The same is 
true with visiting. 

With those cultural teach- 
ings transmitted, take some 
time to visit your family and 
relatives this summer. 

Visiting doesn’t always 
have to be purposeful. Many 
times visiting resorts to asking 
for something or planning of 
a future event. Visiting can 
just be about sharing thoughts 
through talking and listening. 
But remember you can’t talk 
and eat at the same time.

County Jail in Black River 
Falls, where he is being held 
for probation violation in an 
unrelated domestic abuse inci- 
dent.” 

Obviously, the judicial ball 
was fumbled somewhere in 
the area of jurisdictional ex- 
change. How long does it take 
to “process the evidence for 
the preliminary hearing” which 
was supposed to have convened 
on February 7, 1992? Are we 
led to believe that three counts 
of Attempted First Degree Ho- 
micide have just evaporated 
due to judicial indifference or 
politically nefarious collusion 
between unknown parties? Do 
Hocak lives matter? Or for 
that matter, does our Consti- 
tution matter? 

On November 1, 1994 our 
present constitution was ap- 
proved as our foundational or- 
gan of tribal government. Not- 
withstanding the fact that Wil- 
frid Cleveland has committed 
felonies in 1972 and 1974, and 
that information obtained on 
the web site of the Department 
of Justice Crime Information 
Bureau with a Report Date of 
09/14/2010 identifies him as a 
“Convicted Felon,” it was obvi- 
ously too tedious for officers of 
our own Hocak WaEhi Hoci to 
exercise due diligence relative 
to their fiduciary professional 
responsibility to ascertain the 
true status of Mr. Cleveland 
relative to his contested felony 
conviction in MichaelSallaway 
V Ho-Chunk Nation Election 
Board in which on May 24, 
2007, the court opined that: 
“The court is cognizant that 
under today’s standards, it is a 
felony to batter a law enforce- 
ment officer or fireman. How- 
ever, this is not unequivocal 
evidence that such a crime was 
a felony then, as laws do evolve 
through time.” Judicially elo- 
quent though it may sound, it is 
no substitute for the fact of Mr. 
Cleveland having been a “Con- 
victed Felon ” then, just as he is 
a “Convicted Felon ” yet today 
and illegally sits in the seat of 
the Office of the President of 
the Hochunk Nation and must 
be removed.

Casino celebrates 20-year anniversary

Ho-Chunk Gaming-Black 
River Falls (HCG-BRF) 
opened its door for class II 
gaming in the fall of 1988 
with a bingo hall. It wasn’t 
until 1991 class III gaming 
was added with 20 reel slot 
machines in two doublewide 
trailers that were connected 
to the bingo hall. Five years 
later, in 1996 , the new casino 
facility opened its doors. June 
marks the 20th anniversary of 
HCG-BRF and with it cele- 
brations and hopes for contin- 
ued opportunities for a culture 
once wounded by government 
removals, which devastated 
and scattered the Ho-Chunk 
tribe. 

“It was very unfortunate; 
the removals had long-term 
effects on the Ho-Chunk 
people, but I like to make a 
positive from negative situa- 
tions and create opportunities 
from those experiences,” ex- 
plained Ho-Chunk Nation Ex- 
ecutive Director of Education 
Nehomah Thundercloud. “We 
don’t have a centralized com- 
munity; we are spread out all 
over the world. The casinos 
are owned by the tribe. We are 
able to use those revenues for 
our government and for pro- 
grams for our people. We are 
able to help tribal members 
wherever we are.” 

Thundercloud shared that 
a lot of people have the mis- 
conception that payments to 


members are money from the 
state. 

“We are a sovereign na- 
tion,” explained Thunder- 
cloud. “I work to educate 
educators because many stu- 
dents experience negativity in 
school because people don’t 
understand where the money 
comes from and make false 
assumptions that are perpetu- 
ated. None of the money giv- 
en to our members is from lo- 
cal taxpayers. Money used to 
be given to the tribe to fulfill 
treaties for health, education 
and housing. The opportuni- 
ties we now give to members 
mostly come from revenues 
from the casinos.” 

Opportunities for the Ho- 
Chunk people from gaming 
include education, health care, 
housing and jobs. HCG-BRF 
has also employed up to 400 
people locally. 

Gaming compacts made it 
possible for Native Ameri- 
can Indians to have casinos 
to create revenue, but not all 
tribes have gaming and not all 
casinos are successful. Thun- 
dercloud believes part of the 
success of HCG is because 
Ho-Chunk have a rich tradi- 
tion of gaming. 

“The Ho-Chunk people 
have a strong history of tradi- 
tional games of chance. One 
traditional game was called 
the Moccasin game. In the 
game, there were two teams 
who played against each 
other. The townspeople were 
spectators of the game and 
would bet on players to see

The Tribal Census progress 
by district includes: District 1 
( 45 %) 548 , District 2 ( 46 %) 
625 , District 3 ( 42 %) 383 , 
District 4 ( 45 %) 195 , District 
5 ( 49 %) 877 . Overall, there is 
a 46 % completion rate of the 
census, 2628 tribal members 
have completed the census. I 
encourage you to fill out the 
tribal census if you haven’t 
yet. Let your voice be heard! 
We stress the importance of 
this census and how it can be 
beneficial to the Ho-Chunk 
Nation and each of our com- 
munities in the future. 

The Legislature has 
wrapped up the budget sea- 
son. We passed 6 budget 
bills at the May 25 th Special 
Legislative Meeting. The Ap- 
propriation Bills were for the 
Executive Branch, General 
Council Branch, Legisla- 
tive Branch/General Fund, 
Judicial Branch, Enterprises- 
Gaming/Non-gaming, and 
the Gaming Commission/ 
Ethics Review Board/Election 
Board. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 


supported the pursuit of the 
BIA Indian Highway Safety 
Program’s Child Passenger 
Safety Seat Program Grant. 
The grant is a non-matching 
$20,000.00 grant which is 
good for one year. It will be 
used to purchase child passen- 
ger safety seats. 

The HCN Legislature ad- 
opted the Public Nuisance Act 
and the Human Health Ordi- 
nance on May 3 , 2016 . 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
made a donation to the Sacred 
Water Sacred Land Walk. A 
gaming compact donation 
has been approved for Wazee 
Waste Water Treatment Ex- 
pansion for the interest pay- 
ment. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
President Wilfred Cleveland 
and I have been nominated 
for the State-Tribal Relations 
Committee.

which team would win,” ex- 
plained Thundercloud. 

Even though gaming has 
brought many opportunities 
to the Ho-Chunk people, such 
as affordable housing and 
home-ownership for elders; 
better health care with the 
addition of a clinic, dental 
office and eye doctor and 
greatly expanded educational 
opportunities, including the 
Pre-K -12 Educational Grant 
Pro-gram, and has helped the 



Black River Falls community 
grow through becoming more 
of a destination for those stay- 
ing at the hotel or visiting the 
casino, there is a negative side 
to gaming - gambling addic- 
tion. 

“We see ourselves as a form 
of entertainment,” explained 
Crystal Sbraggia, HCG ad- 


vertising manager. “It is a 
misconception that we want to 
feed off people’s ad-dictions. 
We don’t want any-one to 
gamble beyond their means, 
and we make every effort to 
promote responsible gambling 
working together with the 
Wisconsin Council on Prob- 
lem Gambling.” 

Since HCG opened its doors 
20 years ago, the Ho-Chunk 
people have been able to cre- 
ate better lives and more op- 
portunities for their people. 
“HCG has also helped the 
community grow greatly. 

BRF has become a destina- 
tion place; gaming and the 
hotel have been a part of that 
growth,” explained HCG 
BRF Executive Manager 
Greg Garvin. “We are really 
excited and proud to be part- 
ners in this community and to 
provide opportunities for Ho- 
Chunk Nation members, op- 
portunities that weren’t there 
20 years ago.” 

Garvin said gaming and the 
opportunities it provides has 
helped to move the Ho-Chunk 
people from the helplessness 
of the replacement; that he 
has seen quite a bit of heal- 


ing in the community and in 
individuals and he feels his 
people can now see light at 
the end of the tunnel. 

“There was once a vi- 
sion, a dream, to become a 
self-sustaining body within 
the tribe. Efforts made from 
that vision became what was 
known at the Wisconsin Win- 
nebago Business Committee 
(WWBC). People like Helen 
Miner-Miller were pioneers, 
the driving forces, in put- 
ting together the WWBC. 
These people had a lot of 
knowledge, spirit and drive. 

It started with other types of 
businesses besides gaming, 
such as retail shops, nothing 
though was able to sustain for 
20 years. Gaming has pro- 
vided that stability that was 
needed to provide resources to 
heal,” explained Garvin. 

Garvin further explained 
there was a drive at one time 
to take gaming from the 
tribes. “When we grew, op- 
position grew. WWBC did a 
lot of work to maintain gam- 
ing for the Ho-Chunk people 
through that time.”

Tribal Judges attend Northeast Regional 
Peacemaking Training

A Northeast Regional 
Peacemaking Training was 
held at Niagara Falls, New 
York, May 3-4, 2016. Chief 
Judge Jo Deen Lowe, Judge 
JoAnn Jones and Traditional 
Court member, Andy Thun- 
dercloud participated in the 
training. The National Ameri- 
can Indian Court Judges 

Association (NAICJA), 
in conjunction with the Na- 
tive American Rights Fund 
(NARF), and the Columbia 
Law School offered the lively 
training. The training reviews 
the foundational principles of 
peacemaking, peace circles, 
and traditional dispute reso- 
lutions. The training goes 
back to indigenous and tribal 


principles of peacemaking 
and how tribes are using these 
methods in their own com- 
munities to settle disputes, 
according to NAICJA. It’s 
reported that Federal and 
state courts are using these 
methods. Most importantly, 
peacemaking is a traditional 
community based method 
that allows people to resolve 
disputes. 

A framework created by 
University of New Mexico, 
for conducting these peace 
circles was used for this 
training. A circle of the par- 
ticipants was first formed. A 
small basket was used as a 
place or object for consensus. 
One could only speak if you 
held the basket. The basket 
begins and ends sessions. In 
the beginning of the session 


a prayer is offered to set the 
sacred space. 

Our dispute was to come to 
a resolution on what should 
be done where grandparents 
wanted to keep a grandchild 
they had for five years. The 
father had given the four year 
old boy to them to take care 
of, after his wife died. He 
went through some years of 
drinking and living a hard life. 
He finally stopped drinking, 
joined AA and remarried. His 
wife supported his efforts to 
regain custody of his son. 

There are no lawyers in 
the peace circle, only the 
peacemaker and those who 
are impacted by the problem 
are invited to participate. Par- 
ticipants in our case were the 
grandparents, three aunties, 
two brothers of the father, a 
social worker, mother of the 
father, an ICW worker, the fa- 
ther, a pastor and the father’s 
wife. The family discussed 
how to settle the matter. After 
much discussion, those in the 
circle agreed the father should 
regain custody of his son, 


with conditions. 

This method is a way to re- 
solve disputes. For example, 
we can use this for criminal 
cases and not send our tribal 
members to long mandated 
sentences, we can advocate 
for treatment, restitution re- 
habilitation and other creative 
solutions for our tribal mem- 
bers. We believe this method 
is a good resolution for our 
communities. 

The Judiciary is exploring 
restorative justice tools to ad- 
dress a wide range of issues. 
The Peacemaking process is 
one which has application in a 
wide range of circumstances. 
With the proper framework 
and training it has been 
used to achieve community 
justice in criminal, family, 
and natural resources cases. 
Following this training, our 
Ho-Chunk traditional dispute 
resolution elders were pro- 
vided with reports and both 
the traditional court and clan 
mothers were enthusiastic in 
embracing the concept. 

The next steps will be to

work on the model which 
requires the identification of 
persons interested in commit- 
ting to the necessary train- 
ing, scheduling peacemaking 
training and development of 
policy and procedures as well 
as the identification of neces- 
sary legislative action reading 
to the authority of the peace- 
making process and the scope 
of amendments to existing 
legislation. Funding is also an 
issue that will require partner- 
ship within the branches of 
the government. 

The planning process will 
take into consideration the 
types of cases and the respec- 
tive training required for 
each, and an assessment of 
needs. Please watch for future 
reports on the development 
of this vision for Ho-Chunk 
community justice and your 
opportunities to be involved.

COTE THINGS KIDS SAY 

We are often reminded of how much we learn from the children...each 
day! It was during a “friendship activity” at Chahk Ha Chee, that we 
received an important and refreshing message. Children often see things 
so much more simply, while adults often complicate even the simplest 
things! The children were tracing their arms and hands, and then cutting 
them out for a bulletin board project about “friendship”. The children were 
also cutting out hearts to incorporate into their design. Ms. Christine was 
then speaking with the children about friendship...and how to be a “friend”? 
Their responses were ...’’play, play together, share, take turns, give hugs, 
shake hands, hold hands, smile, and give help”! It’s just that simple and 
uncomplicated...thank you kiddo’s for this reminder!!! Never forget the 
important lessons children teach every day! 


day to day bills, the “issues” 
at work, the “issues” at home, 
the high cost of living, what 
is being said about us on so- 
cial media, the cost of fuel, 
where will our kids go to col- 
lege, and so much more... yet 
seldom do we find ourselves 
discussing... ”at what price... 
freedom” ! 

In thinking about the sig- 
nificance of the Memorial 
Day Holiday, it was amazing 
to catch up with a fine young 
man, who just happens to be 
a 2003 graduate of the Head 
Start program. We chatted 
for a bit about his days in 
Head Start and his memo- 
ries of Gaga Ardella and 
Ms. Sharon. It turns out this 
young man loved to talk... but 
didn’t like to sit much! He 
remembered spending some 
time every day but one...”on 
the bench”! ! There was this 
“duck pond”, and every child 
had a duck on the pond. At 
the start of each day, every 
duck was on the pond. As the 
day progressed. ..some ducks 
began to move to the edge of 
the pond... and as kids became 


more conversational with 
each other during a lesson... 
the ducks would “wander” out 
into the grass! This young 
man remembers one day...”my 
duck stayed on the pond the 
whole day! My Teacher took 
a picture of the pond with my 
duck on it... and I still have the 
picture.” 

This young man went on 
to Black River Falls High 
School, where he was a base- 
ball player, a football player 
and a hockey player. One 
day, during his junior year... 
something changed that set 
him on a new path. He met 
with a military recruiter, set 
up a meeting with him that 
day, and he and his mom had 
a 2 Vi hour meeting. His se- 
nior year, he gave up sports 
and began to focus his energy 
on preparing for boot camp. 
Two times per week he went 
to Tomah, where he had PT 
training with a recruiter. 

Upon graduating from High 
School in 2015, he headed 
off to San Diego, for Marine 
Corp Boot Camp. When I 
ask him what it was like... he 


said “it was hard to be that far 
away from home for the first 
time... it was an adjustment... 
but it was fun” ! ! He gradu- 
ated from Marine Corp Boot 
Camp, May 20,2016. We 
who live in freedom and un- 
der the protection of these fine 
young men and women... can 
only imagine the rigor, the 
dedication, and the intensity 
it takes to accomplish such a 
feat. Each of these graduates 
earns the utmost honor and 
respect. Yet he spoke of his 
graduation, almost as if he 
was unaware of the signifi- 
cance of this accomplishment! 

When asked what next... he 
will be returning to San Diego 
for Marine Combat Training 
for four weeks, after which he 
will be going to Oklahoma for 
up to eight weeks for Artillery 
School. He has signed a con- 
tract for four years of service, 
but plans to give at least eight 
years. 

When I hung up the phone 
after our conversation, I 
couldn’t help but be in awe 
of his humility... what a fine 
young man, so full of honor, 
selflessness and respect... will- 
ing to do whatever it takes for 
all of us. I feel lucky to know 
this young man that we used 
to call “Honas man”!

Ho-Chunk Nation President 
Wilfrid Cleveland was a guest 
speaker at the Memorial Day 
Ceremony at the Tomah VA 
Center on Friday, May 27. 

The keynote speaker was 
Judge Todd Bjerke from La 
Crosse County Circuit Court. 
He told of how veterans ap- 
pearing in court don’t have 
a criminal issue, but more of 
a psychological issue, often 
bearing the scars from their 
experiences in the military. 

Rather than incarcerating 
them, Bjerke said that help- 
ing them heal and overcome 
obstacles in their lives is more 
important. 

Following Bjerke ’s speech, 
Cleveland greeted everyone in 
Ho-Chunk. 

Cleveland stated that he is 
a Vietnam veteran, having 
served in the Marine Corps in 
1968. 

He said the Ho-Chunk 
people have been here since 
the beginning of time. He told 
about the clan system within 
the Ho-Chunk people and that 
he belongs to the bear clan, 
who are designated to protect 
the villages and work as the 
police force. 

“We have 11 clans. Each 


has a responsibility to the 
people,” Cleveland said. 

As Native Americans, we 
have participated in a lot of 
campaigns and wars. We were 
involved in the War of 1812. 
The federal government has 
the responsibility of making 
people citizens of the United 
Staes, yet Native Americans 
were not made citizens until 
the early 1920s. 

“Regardless of what the 
nonnatives put us through, we 
participated in the service,” 
Cleveland said. 

Young Native Americans, 
both male and female, enter 
into the military with honor 
from the people. Special cer- 
emonies are held when they 
leave and when they return, 
along with prayers when they 
are gone. 

“We don’t know what 
they are coming up against. 
Ho-Chunk people are very 
spirited in our ways of life. 
The Great Spirit decides who 
will leave and if they are pro- 
tected. Sometimes they don’t 
return,” he said. 

Cleveland told of how the 
flags are raised at the Tribal 
Office Building every Mon- 
day morning. 

“We’ve been doing that for 
a few years now in memory

and acknowledgement to our 
veterans,” he said. “We hope 
it will continue to the future 
for our grandchildren.” 

Cleveland told how the 
Code Talkers played a key 
role in sending and receiv- 
ing messages during World 
War II. He also spoke of Col. 
Mitchell Red Cloud Jr., stat- 
ing that courage is “something 
that moves you.” 

“There are a lot of these 
types in our people,” he said. 

“We have a lot of honor for 
our people. When we go into 
the military, there is no time 
for discrimination. We all be- 
come like brothers and family, 
and we remember them even 


after,” he said. 

He told how, nationally, 
Vietnam vets were not given 
the correct honor for their 
service. When they returned, 
they were looked down upon 
and even spat upon. 

“Our people are different. 
We have ceremonies to honor 
them. We thank the Creator 
for those who return,” Cleve- 
land said. “We honor them for 
making sacrifices and return- 
ing. It’s never too late for that 
kind of acknowledgement.” 

The non- veterans also play 
a huge role in the veterans’ 
journey. 

“Being a spiritual people, 
when they are gone, we are al- 


ways supporting them. Prayer 
is sent to the Great Spirit on 
our behalf. The words to the 
Great Spirit memorialize our 
great veterans,” he said. “We 
think about all the sacrifices 
and hardships they experi- 
enced.” 

No book tells the military 
personnel how it’s going to be 
when they return, or how they 
will feel. That’s why many 
veterans have difficulties 
adjusting to life when they 
get back from any traumatic 
experiences they may have 
experienced. 

“We need to encourage the 
warrior who will go through 
this,” he said.

SAMPLE RESOLUTION 

HO-CHUNK NATION GENERAL COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, on November 
1 , 1994, the Secretary of the 
Interior approved a new Con- 
stitution for the Ho-Chunk 
Nation (“Constitution”), for- 
merly known as the Wiscon- 
sin Winnebago Nation; and 

WHEREAS, the Ho-Chunk 
Nation (“Nation”) is a feder- 
ally recognized Indian Tribe, 
organized pursuant to the 
Indian Reorganization Act of 
1934; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 1 of the 
Constitution, the People of 
the Ho-Chunk Nation hereby 
grant all inherent sovereign 
powers to the General Coun- 
cil; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Ar- 
ticle IV, Section 1 , all eligible 
voters of the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion are entitled to participate 
in General Council; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 3 (a), the 
General Council retains the 
power to set policy for the 
Nation; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 3 (b), the 
General Council retains the 
power to review and reverse 
actions of the Legislature 
except those enumerated in 
Section 4 of this Article. The 
General Council shall return 
such reversals to the Leg- 
islature for reconsideration 
consistent with the action of 
the General Council; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 3 (b), the 
General Council retains the 
power to review and reverse 
decisions of the Judiciary 
which interpret actions of 
the Legislature. The General 
Council does not retain the 
power to review and reverse 
decisions of the Judiciary 


which interpret this Constitu- 
tion; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 3 (c), the 
General Council retains the 
power to propose amend- 
ments in accordance with 
Article XIII, including those 
which reverse decisions of 
the Judiciary interpreting this 
Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 3 (e), the 
General Council retains the 
power to call a Special Elec- 
tion; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Ar- 
ticle IV, Section 3 (f), action 
by the General Council shall 
be binding; and 
WHEREAS, pursuant to Ar- 
ticle IV, Section 5, and Article 
VI Section 2 (j), an Annual 
meeting has been duly called 
and notice duly given by the 
President; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 7, twenty 
(20) percent of the eligible 
voters of the Nation present in 
General Council shall consti- 
tute a quorum; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to 
Article IV, Section 7, each 
action of the General Council 
shall require the presence of a 
quorum; and

SUPREME COURT UPDATE 

Your Supreme Court is working hard towards continu- 
ous improvement of our judicial system. We have: 

• Revised the Rules of Judicial Ethics; 

• Created and posted an online pro se filing form to 
the Judiciary’s website, an ongoing initiative sine 
2014; 

• Issued an administrative order to restore regular 
court bulletins; 

• Issued an administrative order that formally updates 
and implements the most recent rules of profes- 
sional conduct for attorneys; 

• Created an ethics exam for Ho-Chunk Nation Bar 
members, an ongoing initiative since 2013; 

• Updated and posted an online tillable Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Bar Member application form; and 

• Designed a court library system to be implemented 
in tribal branch offices to increase tribal member ac- 
cess to the law, an ongoing initiative since 2013 (to 
be available in Summer 2016). 

We are also focusing on a number of other initia- 
tives to include: uniformity in professional responsi- 
bility complaints, youth outreach, and drafting of the 
criminal procedures in consultation with the Tradition- 
al Court and other key staff involved in the implemen- 
tation of the recently enacted Criminal Code. 

The Supreme Court is the final decision-maker in 
a case. Cases must first be heard by the Trial Court 
before proceeding to the Supreme Court. If either 
party disagrees with the decision in the Trial Court, 
they may file a Notice of Appeal, asking the Supreme 
Court to review the decision. The Rules of Appellate 
Procedure are located at: http://www.ho-chunknation.

All Supreme Court meetings are held monthly and 
are open to the public except when the Court con- 
venes for deliberations.

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Living on his passion 

As one of the top guitarists, Corey Rae White makes music his career

There’s no doubt. When 
he’s on stage, he’s alive. 

He’s alive with an un- 
quenchable passion for music, 
and the sounds from his guitar 
sinks him deeper into that 
world. 

Corey Rae White, born and 
raised in Black River Falls, is 
now one of the top guitarists 
in the country. He made a per- 
formance with his band, Kal- 
liah and Blackwater, on June 
2 at the Doc’s Tribute to Rock 
Music Festival near Merrillan. 
He also was responsible for 
organizing the event as a mu- 
sic promoter and agent. 

When he hit the stage 
Thursday night, despite an 
illness that took its toll on him 
the previous two days, his en- 
ergy and enthusiasm was evi- 
dent. His passion was stronger 
that night than any virus or 
bug could withstand. 

The songs were outstand- 
ing, with Kalliah’s voice in 
such perfect resonance, but 
when Corey broke into gui- 
tar solo, the crowd stood in 
amazement. He proved his 
immense talent and abilities, 
hitting every note with preci- 
sion. 

Corey has been playing gui- 
tar since he was in elementary 
school, taking the skill seri- 
ously so that now he is one of 
the best. He was nominated as 
Guitar Player of the Year for 
the Minnesota Music Awards. 
He didn’t win, but was up- 
staged by arguably the best 
- Prince. 

“I never won, but it was one 
of the biggest things in my 
life,” he said. 

Growing up in Sandpillow, 
he’d often practice the guitar 
down in the basement while 
babysitting his younger sib- 
lings. 

“We always had an acous- 
tic guitar laying around I 
would play that regularly. So, 
one day when I was 12, my 
mother bought me an electric 
guitar and I taught myself - 1 
never took a lesson. Whenev- 
er I would see a guitar player, 

I would milk that person for 


information. I’d practice for 
hours and gradually I got fast- 
er. I learned every Metallica 
song in the book.” 

When MTV came out, 
Corey thought making and 
providing music to the masses 
of people would be a really 
great way to make a living. So 
he set his sights on becoming 
a musician. But the easy part 
has not been part of the equa- 
tion. 

“This is the hardest job I’ve 
ever done,” he said. “There 
are a lot of problems and 
complaints, but I really love 
it.” 

He makes his money on 
being an agent or promoter, 
and that is just so he can keep 
doing what he likes to do - be 
involved in music. Playing 
lead guitar in the band is just 
icing on the cake. 

“It’s the only thing I know 
how to do - to set up the 
events, the show, the equip- 
ment, and I even set up my 
own web site. I do my own 
stuff.” 

His business web site ad- 
dress is http://crwproductions.

The road to his success, 
from youngster until now, 
has been filled with practice, 
practice and more practice. 
And his dedication to the art 
and craft of what he loves has 
been ever steady. 

Following his graduation 
at Black River Falls High 
school, Corey wanted to fur- 
ther his education in music, 
so he looked into enrolling at 
the McNally Smith College of 
Music in St. Paul. 

“I came in to give an audi- 
tion, a condition on being 
accepted by the school, was 
handed a crappy guitar and 
was told to play the scale. I 
did it fast and I did it good. 
The guy just stood there in 
amazement. He said no one 
had ever done that before. 

“I had no idea the difference 
of a G or a G minor. I can 
teach people to read music, 
but I can’t read it myself,” 
he said. “I can play anything 
when I hear it.” 

He completed his education 


at the music college and he 
moved back to Black River 
Falls. But he found that his 
opportunities in a small city 
were extremely limited. He 
went back to the Twin Cit- 
ies and moved in with some 
friends and worked at the 
Mille Lacs Grand Casino as 
a slot technician, meanwhile 
exploring his chances of mak- 
ing a career of music. 

“I moved back to the cities 
to develop a career in music,” 
he said. 

For a while, he worked as a 
recruiter for his alma mater, 
the McNally Smith College 
of Music. That’s when he met 
Kalliah Jackson, who pres- 
ently is the lead singer in the 
band. 

“I went to her school to 
talk with her. They called her 
to the office, pulling her out 
of class, and she thought she 
was in some kind of trouble,” 
Corey said. “But she was re- 
lieved to find I was just there 
to recruit her for the school.” 

It was then that he found 
out that she also is Native 
American, a Wasco, a Native 
American tribe from Oregon. 

Then, about seven years 
ago, Kalliah called him and 
wanted to put together a coun- 
try band. She had moved to 
Nashville to pursue a music 
career, but now wanted to 
move back to the Twin Cities. 

She and Corey pieced to- 
gether a country band and 
named it Jug. That band 
stayed together for two and a 
half years before disbanding. 
Kalliah and Corey then re- 
joined forces to become Kal- 
liah and the Blackwater, along 
with drummer Andre Robin- 
son and bass player Donny 
B rummer. 

Soon they will be record- 
ing their first album, planned 
to be released late this fall. 
There is already talk that the 
album will propel them into 
nominations for the Indige- 
nous Music Awards in Canada 
and the Native American Mu- 
sic Awards. 

Although Corey likes all 
music, his preference is coun- 
try and enjoys the music of 


Merle Haggard, Willie Nel- 
son, Allan Jackson and Zack 
Brown. 

He can play any type of mu- 
sic, including country, jazz, 
funk and blues. 

“I’ve always sung, but that’s 
a novelty. I’m not a singer. 

But I’ve been chosen several 
times because I have a deep 
voice. I was chosen in high 
school to play Danny Zuko in 
Grease because of my deep 
voice.” 

“I can sing, but that’s not 
my strong point,” Corey said. 
“I’m usually singing just to 
get to the guitar solo.” 

Corey, who is 44, said he 
feels the same as when he 
turned 25, but has the mindset 
of when he was 18, just that 
he now has more knowledge. 
He attributes his work in mu- 
sic as a calling. 

He believes he has learned 
to adapt to any situation. For 
instance, when he was grow- 
ing up in the Mission, then 
Sandpillow, he was consid- 
ered Native American by the 
white kids, but was called 
“Corey White Man” by the 
darker- skinned Ho-Chunk 
kids. 

Corey, along with the rest 
of the Minneapolis/St. Paul 
population, was devastated 
with the recent death of the 
rock star Prince. Everyone 
knew and respected him, and 
many often came to Paisley 
Park where Prince would give 
free concerts. Prince validated 
that the Minneapolis area is a 
mecca for great rock music, 
just as Nashville is a hub for 
country music. 

“It was tough on all the 
community. Prince legiti- 
mized us,” he said. Kalliah 
and Blackwater played a 
tribute to Prince when they 
played as opening band for 
Starship on April 23 at Ho- 
Chunk Gaming - Black River 
Falls. 

He considers his work in 
music a definition of his char- 
acter. Success isn’t measured 
by the amount of money a 
musician makes - it’s about 
earning respect, he said. 


“I’ve made it when I’ve 
gained the respect of my 
peers,” Corey said. He and his 
band have earned a great deal 
of respect in the Twin Cities 
area and are known for the 
quality of their performances. 

He’s humble about his ac- 
complishments and isn’t con- 
cerned about being recruited 
by a big-name band. 

“Band members come and 
go - that’s the nature of the 
business, “he said. “But I 
would be more concerned 
about Kalliah or Andre leav- 
ing our group.” 

Being a musician is consid- 
ered being an artist, and artists 
often are not compensated for 
the true measure of their work 
and talent. 

“I guess you could call me 
a starving artist. I’ll do every- 
thing I can do to get back on 
the stage,” Corey said while 
setting up the equipment at 
Doc’s Bunkhouse. “This is 
my locker room.” 

Because his work off the 
stage, in developing shows 
and promoting them, is just as 
important as his performanc- 
es, he is looking forward to 
developing an annual concert 
event at Doc’s Bunkhouse. 

The owner, just known as 
“Doc,” is clearing trees of a 
natural giant bowl- shape land- 
scape, one that resembles an 
amphitheater and is estimated 
to possibly hold approximate- 
ly 50,000 people and will of- 
fer excellent sound and sight 
capabilities. The plans are to 
also have a large pond, camp- 
ing and AT V trails available. 

“This place will be devel- 
oped as a premier concert 
venue, just as many concert 
places like Country Jam have 
been established,” he said. 
“But when people come to see 
how great the concerts and 
the facility is, I am confident 
that attendance will grow ever 
year.” 

And as he grows as a mu- 
sic artist, the possibilities are 
endless. But for now, he loves 
what he is doing. 

“I can’t believe I did this,” 
he said.
